Bishop 
Barnes is a broad churchman, a scien- 
tifie scholar, an acute reasoner and a 
firm believer in the Christian revela- 
tion. Canon Webster is an Anglo 
Catholic of advanced sacramentarian 
views. Of his learning I know noth- 
ing, but his official station implies a 
university education and other cul- 
tural backgrounds. 


The bishop accepts the evolutionary 
theory as the best available one ex- 
planatory of life’s development on 
this planet. The canon may or 
may not accept this theory. But the 
burden of his complaint against the 
bishop is the latter's caustic criticism 
of the Anglo Catholic party and its 
sacredotal claims. 

It would require columns of space 
to elaborate these antagonistic posi- 
tions.

HARDMAN REFUSES 
0 DEBATE RIVERS 


Another exchange of letters be- 
tween ™State Senator E. VD. Rivers, 
candidate for governor, and Governor 
lL. G. Hardman, candidate for reelec 
tion, ensued [Triday when Senator 
Rivers invited the governor to be 
present at his scheduled speaking en- 
gagement Friday night atthe Atlanta 
theater, at which he offered to divide 
time with the executive, and when 
the governor replied in a letter in 
which he declined to accept the inyvi- 
tution to joint debate. 

In his letter asking thetgovernor to 
be present Senator Rivers said he 
extended the invitation, not with any 
idea of embarrassing: the governor, 
but to give the people of Georgia an 
opportunity to hear “the issues dis- 
cussed fairly and impartially.” 

The governor, in his letter declining 
to debate, said that a, joint debate 
would not “serve any useful purpose.” 
Ile also reiterated six questions he 
has propounded to Senator Rivers in 
campaign statements issued from time 
to time through the Hardman cam- 
paign headquarters. 

‘The letter of the governor and the 
letter of invitation sent by Senator 
Riivers are as follows: 

“Atlanta, Ga.,-Sept. 7, 1928. 

“Tlon. Kk. D. Rivers, 

Piedmont hotel, 

Atlanta, Ga. 

“My dear Sir: I have your letter 
of September 7, handed to me by Mr. 
jullard, in which you state that you 
have rented the Atlanta theater for 
tonight and advertised that you will 
nddress the people on the issues of 
the present campaign for governor. I 
note that you extend an invitation to 
me to be present and that you offer 
to divide time with me at the meeting 
tonight. 

“While appreciative of your invita- 
tion, I cannot see that a joint debate 
between us at your meeting tonight 
eould serve any useful purpose nor 
could the issues of the present cam- 
paign be made any clearer thereby.” 

“You are running for governor in 
opposition to me. My record as gov- 
ernor of Georgia for the past 14 
months well known. My earnest 
and conscientious efforts to carry out 
the progressive program outlined in 
my platiorm two years ago are well 
known. It is also well known 
nlmost immediately after my inaugu- 
ration the ‘senate bloe’ of which you 
have boasted that you were the floor 
leader, made it impossible for me to 
enarry out the mandate of the people 
of Georgia given to me by an over- 
whelming vote two years ago. You 
have attained for yourself the unen- 
viable position of chief obstructionist 
on Georgia. You might discuss this 
as one of the issues of the campaign 
with your friends tonight. 

“Some three weeks ago I addressed 
you an open letter which was pub- 
lished in the daily press of Georgia 
as n news story and carried in the 
daily and weekly press of Georgia as 
an advertisement. In this letter I 
ask you six pertinent questions, These 
questions are as follows: 

“*Question 1. Why did you 
vigorously oppose and fight at every 
step senate resolution No, 22 offered 
by Senator John I. Welly, to require 
information to be furnished to the 
senate as to the amount of fees pai 
to liquidating agents and attorneys of 
defunct banks in Georgia by the bank- 
ing department? You voted against 
the passage of this resolution every 
time it was up fer passage. Why? 
Was not your anxiety to defeat this 
resolution inspired by the fact that 
you wished to conceal from the people 
of Georgia that vou received from the 
little bank at Adel, the capital of 
which is only $25,000, the sums of 
$3,102.94 attorney’s fees and $638.08 
liquidating agents’ fees, making a to- 
tal of $3.741.02, or nearly one-sixth 
of the bank’s eapital?: 

“Question 2. You are now claim- 
ing to be in favor of reducing the 
departments of Georgia, cutting off 
useless eniployes and saving expenses 
to the state. Why did you fight so 
vigorously in committee and on the 
floor of the house in 1925 against the 
bill to reduce the number of oil in- 
spectors in Georgia from 180 to six? 
We refer to your record in House 
Journal, page 1187 to 1196. Why? 

“*Question 3. You introduced and 
fought to have passed in the senate, 
Senate Bill No. 133 defining what is 
meant by ‘self-rising flour.’ The real 
meaning of this term is fairly plain to 
most Georgians, se won't you please 
explain to the voters of Georgia what 
the real purpose of this bill was and 
why you were so deeply interested in 
it?
